ment and the states has just been 
completed. 


The job was done by a 25-man 


group set up under the direction 
of President Eisenhower and called 
Che Commission on Intergovern- 
mental Relations. Appointed 
in 


1953, it ha-s just reported to Eisen- 
hower. 


The reason for its creation had 


its roots in a problem which has 
plagued this country from the be- 
ginning : How to keep a proper di- 
vision of powers between the fed- 
eral government and the states. 


Re< omes Acute 


The problem has become in- 


creasingly acute since depression 
days and the advent of the New 
Deal, which widened federal con- 
trol over th« citizens while at the 
same time giving them new bene- 
fits and protections. 


Some, but not all, of what the 


federal government has done might 
have been done by the states if 
they had either the willingness or 
the financial resources. 


So the special commission tried 


to examine this whole picture and 
make recommendations on what 
the states should do and what the 
federal government should do so 
that the latter would not eventual- 
ly become all-powerful and domi- 
nant. 


The commission made some spe- 


cific recommendations. For 
ex- 


ample: Education is the states' job 
and there should not be any gen- 
eral federal aid to education; the 
federal government should be in 
full control of civil defense. 


More Local Government 


In short, the commission sug- 


gested less government from Wash- 
| ington, more government by states 
and local communities. But at this 
point the report was at its weakest 
since the commission could only 
suggest ideas and can't enforce 


i them. 


I 
It recommended states and local 


communities do mora for them- 
selves and rely less on the federal 
government. How can it be done? 
That's up to the states to do for 
themselves. 


Since what the government does 


for tha people as a whole costs 
money, there is the endless temp- 
tation in the states, which don't 
want to spend money if they .can 
help it. to let the federal govern- 
ment do the job. Each time that 
happens more power is central- 
ized in Washington.

As an example of the complex- 


ity and interlocking of the whole 
government structure in this coun- 
try, the "local government map 
of the United States discloses ' a 
maze 
of approximately 
109.000 


governmental units, maay of them 
overlapping. 


"The figure includes some 3.000 


counties, 17.000 incorporated muni- 
cipalities, 17,000 towns and town- 
ships. 60,000 independent school 
districts, and 12,000 special dis- 
tricts."

Ens. David G. Essard, Terry- 


mille, Conn., the navigator who 
charted the plane's course on its 
routine mission, put it: 


"I know damned well we weren't 


within Russian bounds when we 
were fired upon." 


Aviation Ordnanceman Donald E. 


Sonnek, Minnesota Lake, Minn., 
said: 


"I was looking out of one of the 


two windows in the aft station. 
when I suddenly saw this Russian 
plan*. It was firing tracers. Sure, 
I knew right off it was a Russian 
plane." 


He had no time to shout a warn- 


ing before a bullet ripped into the 
ship. 


"There had to be another MIG," 


he said, "because the bullets came 
from a different side than where 
I saw the plane firing the tracers." 


He admitted, however, he saw 


only one Russian plane.

NEW YORK (.«—The advent of 


television has forced many per- 
foimers to seek a livelihood else- 
where, but not the disk jockeys. 
They've never had it so good. 


With radio shifting strongly to 


music and news to combat TV. a 
good disk jockey on a good station 
can earn a yearly stipend that 
would make a bank president en- 
vious—as well as many a TV ac- 
tor. 


New York and other large cities 


j represent the upper end of the 


j scale of course, but one local disk 
jockey duo recently signed a five- 
year contract for a total of $500,- 
000, Others are said to be doing 
as well, and two or three possibly 
a good deal better. 


The dick jockey, or deejay as he 


is called in the trade, formerly 
was strictly on a local station ba- 
sis, but of late the radio networks 
have been raiding independent sta- 
tions for talent.

Here are easy hints on how to 


marinate 
chicken for 
charcoal 


broiling. 


Marianated Broilers 


Have broilers split and back- 


b'one removed. This is to keep 
them flat. Wash and dry well to 
insure even browning. 
Marinate 


for one hour in either of the fol- 
lowing. Use marinade as a bast- 
ing sauce 
while broiling. Start 


cooking with cut side toward the 
fire and finish on the skin side. 
Small chickens will take about 30 
minutes, larger ones close to 50 
minutes, providing a single layer 
of coals is used. 


Marinade 


One-half cup olive oil, Ti cup 


lemon 
juice, 
\~z 
cup 
chopped 


onion, ^ cup chopped parsley. 


Add lemon juice to olive oil and 


mix well. Combine with chopped 
onion and chopped narsley. 


Herb Marinade 


One-half teaspoon 
salt. 2 tea- 


spoons thyme, '2 teaspoon fresh 
ground black pepper. i,L teaspoon 
paprika. 2 tablespoons olive oil, 
^i cup bouillon (beef), juice of 1 
lemon. 


Combine olive oil and lemon 


juice. Shake vigorously. Pour in 
bouillon. Add salt, pepper, papri- 
ka and thyme. Mix well. 


Serve chicken with roasted corn. 


Pull back the husks and remove 
all silk. Wrap each ear with two 
strips of bacon. Replace husks and 
tie their ends tokether. Soak corn 
in cold water for 30 minutes be- 
fore roasting on grill. Turn two or 
three times during roasting. Cook 
about 15 minutes.

Breadbasket Sandwiches 


Select a large, round loaf of rye 


bread. Using a long, sharp knife, 
slice the top off the loaf and set it 
aside for later use as the cover. 
Next, loosen the bread from the 
side crust by cutting around the 
loaf directly downward to the bot- 
tom crust. Then, make a slit just 
above the bottom crust, insert the 
knife and suing it back and forth 
in a wide arc to separate the bread 
from the bottom crust. Lift out 
the bread and cut it into 5 or 6 
wedges, then cut each wedge into 4 
lo 6 slices, depending upon the 
softness, of the bread. Spread each , 
siir.e with softened butter and liv- 
erwurst, reassembling each wedge.

Dome Dream Comes True 
With 'Pneumatic' Bricks 
Inventors See Use for 
Air-Conditioned Cities 


URBANA, 111. (.«—The engineer- 


ing dream of weather conditioning 
entire communities by means of 
an air-tight dome has moved a 
step nearer reality with the inven- 
tion of "pneumatic bricks." 


The new super lightweight build- 


ing material -uas developed by 
Prof. Ambrose C. Richardson of 
the University of Illinois architec- 
ture department, and Maj, George 
W. McCauley of the U.S. Air 
Force. 


The bricks are triangular plas- 


tic pillows about three feet long 
and four inches wide. Air pressure 
of only two pounds keeps them 
firm. They can be built into al- 
most any arch-shaped structure, 
because of their extreme light 
weight. 


Newest Plastics 


If made from the newest plas- 


tics, such as polycoated mylar, 
their walls need be only half as 
thick as a human hair. 


The material is the outgrowth of 


an earlier idea by Prof. Richard- 
son for plastic pillows filled with 
helium and joined in domes. 


McCauley developed the idea of 


shaping the plastic units as bricks 
which made the structure self-sup- 
porting, obviating the need for 
lighter-than-air helium. McCauley 
also devised interconnecting valves 
for quick inflation of an entire unit 
under pressure. 


A unique feature of the valves 


ia that any brick which springs a 
leak isolates' itself when the air 
pressure drops below a minimum 
level. 


McCauley, a World War II flier, 


said the new material could have 
numerous 
; military and nonmili- 


tary applications. 


Could Be Shelter 
. 


. It could provide a shelter for 
downed fliers in life rafts. A dome 
folding into a pack no larger than 
a parachute could be attached to 
a life raft, arid inflated by the 
same container of compressed air 
now provided to inflate rafts alone. 


It would provide protection from 


cold in Arctic regions, drawing 
heat from the radiant warmth of 
the sun in day. Units could be 
used for temporary barracks. 


For peacetime uses, the .invent- 


ors say such domes could be used 
as "greenhouses" covering entire 
fields and enabling farmers to 
grow several crops a year or could 
cover drive-in theaters, ball parks 
and stadiums. 


The inventors have built a dome 


three feet high and six feet across, 
weighing 10' pounds. McCauley is 
seeking Air Force support for con- 
struction of larger models.
